The School Board of Trus¬ 
tees, at Monday’s meeting, 
decided the bell will be 
turned over to the Sierra 
Madre Historical Society and 
probably will repose in the 
Public Library. 

Auditor Robert Owen paid 
high compliment to Mrs. 
Florence Nielsen, adminis¬ 
trative assistant to School 
Supt. Robert E. Walker for 
the excellent manner in 
which she has kept the 
school records. 

LOOKING AHEAD toward 
annexation, the Pasadena 
School District has detailed 
representatives to effect a 
smooth - running transition, 
especially in regards to mu¬ 
sic, arts and kindred sub¬ 
jects. Needed supplies also 
are being purchased through 
the Pasadena School ware¬ 
house. This effects consider¬ 
able savings inasmuch as 
Pasadena buys in large quan¬ 
tities at reduced prices. 

Sierra Madre teachers will 
be eligible for a 5 per cent 
salary increase following an¬ 
nexation, bringing their pay 
up to the Pasadena level. So 
far there have been no indi¬ 
cations of teacher changes 
except that Dr. Walker is 
not expected to remain. 

The Methodist Church bas- 
ketballers were given use of 
the Sierra Madre School 
courts. Supt. Walker said 
similar privileges will be ex- 
tended other basketball 
teams in this city.

Business activity in South- 2 
ern California continued in , 
a slight downward trend dur¬ 
ing December, E, W. Wiegel, . 
, manager of Security First . 
, National Bank’s Foothill and ^ 
I Rosemead branch, reported ‘ 
< today. ‘ 

The bank's index of busi¬ 
ness activity stood at 214.4 
(preliminary) compared with 
215.1 in November. The De- 
ber index was only fraction- J 
ally below the 1960 peak of , 
216.0, which occurred in Oc- ‘ 
tober, and exceeded the year- ' 
earlier level by 2.3 per cent, 
Mr. Wiegel said. 

In reviewing 1960, Mr. 
Wiegel noted that the year ^ 
as a whole recorded the • 
largest volume of business 
in the history of the area, 
although signs of weakness 
in certain sectors of the 
economy, noted at midyear, 
continued to be in evidence 
during the second half of 
the year. 

SECURITY'S business in¬ 
dex for the year averaged | 
213.7, compared with 208.6 
in 1959; a gain of 2.4 per 
cent. However, if allowance 
is made for a population in¬ 
crease of approximately 3% 
per cent in 1960, business 
volume on a “per capita” 
basis averaged about 1% 
per cent lower in 1960 than 
in 1959, the report said. 

According to the report, 
new 1960 records were es¬ 
tablished in total employ¬ 
ment, Income, retail sales 
and total construction vol¬ 
ume. 

Total employment in 
Southern California averag¬ 
ed about 3,855,000 during 
1960, an increase of 108,000 
or 3 per cent over the 1959 
average, with a general lev¬ 
eling-off tendency apparent 
throughout the year. 

Personal income in the 
Southland was estimated at 
$27,300,000,000, a gain of 6 
per cent over 1959, the pre¬ 
vious record year. 

RETAIL SALES in 1960 
were estimated at $14,485,- 
000,000 for the 14-county 
area, up $285,000,000 or 2 per 
cent over 1999’s record total. 
Number of new automobiles 
sold in Southern California 
during 1960 was the highest 
of any year with the excep¬ 
tion of 1955. 

Total building and con¬ 
struction in the state’s south¬ 
ern half totaled a record $3,- 
502,000,000 in 1960, a slight 
gain over 1959. 

Another significant factor 
noted by the bank’s research 
department during 1960 was 
the rise in unemployment. 
^During 1960 unemployment 
averaged approximately 
226,300, an increase of 26 per 
cent over the 1959 average. 
The number reported unem¬ 
ployed averaged 5.5 per cent 
of the total civilian labor 
force: about the same as for 
the United States as a whole.
